OPERATION OF CAMPUS CAFETERIA, BOOK STORE

What goes into the operation of 
the State College cafeteria? How 
are the financial problems met? 
What about profits? These and 
many other problems are seldom 
much thought by those 
whom the cafeteria serves. Al- 
though few realize it, the cafete- 
organization is complicated 
and involves a large amount 
work. When it was decided to 
place an eating place and a book 
store in operation for the college, 
a non-profit corporation, the 
Hornet Foundation, was organized, 

The Foundation is like any cor- 
poration with the exception that 
the members of the board of direc 
|tors receive no funds despite the 
|many hours of work they con-| 
| tribute. The board consists of five |

Finance Obtaned Through Bank 


Once the Foundation was organ- 


ized, the problem of opening a 
cafeteria and a book store with- 
out funds had to be met. As the 


State does not furnish financial aid 
for their operation, it has been 
necessary to finance these opera- 
tions by a series of loans from a 
bank 

The financial aspects are often 
forgotten by who believe 
that “non-profit” enterprise 
supposed to just break even. An 
operation such as the cafeteria, 
for instance, must show some 
profit in order to meet expenses 
While the State erected the build- 
ing and provided equipment, it pro 
vides no money for operation. 

At present there are 11 or 12

each week. Also food expenses and 
other operational costs must be 
met. 
No Profit Shown as Net 

The cafeteria has yet to show 
a profit and isn’t expected to for 
some time. This means that it will 
be some time before this college 
operated business will be able to 
pay its way without loans. 

When that time comes, Mrs. 
Stanton, the manager, and the 
Hornet Foundation board of direc- 
tors hope to pass many money- 
saving benefits to the students, 
faculty and staff members who 
patronize the cafeteria. 

These benefits will be in the 
form of either lower prices or 
larger quantities of food for the
